2 CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 

In presenting the F'ifth Biennial Report of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, it is with pleasure that I cal) attention to the present prosperous 
condition of the schools throughout the entíre Territory. The educational 
interests have kept pace in advancement with the rapid strides of progress i 

-and development of our prosperous Territory. The number of school dis- 
tricts and school houses has increased ‘in’proportion to the vast increase of 
population within our borders. A much petter class of school buildings 
now adorn our Territory than at any time during its past history; these. 
school buildings are now largely supplied with the latest improved furniture, 
a fact to which we can point with pardonable pride in a Territory so young 
and so remote from the older states and territories, and with so many obsta- 
cles to be overcome in reaching it.

^ TEACHERS. 


Within the past few years there has been a strong and steadily increas- 
ing demand for a better class of teachers; and ns a consequence a vast 
improvement has been made in this direction; many "old fogies" have been 
compelled to abandon the field, to muke room for those of more thorough 
preparation for the work and possessed of more modern and advanced ideas, 
until I believe it safe to say that the teachers employed in the public schools 
of Washington Territory to-day compare quite favorably with.those to be 
found in the public schools of. any state or territory in the Union. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


It is not Geemed necessary to elaborate on the importance of Teachers’ 
Institutes, or present many reasons why the most eminent educators every- 
"where are their strongest advocates. The reasons are obvious. Those whose 
duty it isto train the minds of others, especially the young, should themselves 
have minds -thoroughly trained as a pre-requisite to the discharge of so 
important and responsible a duty. While the Territory of Washington is 
without a Normal school, Teachers’ Institutes must, as far as practicable, 
supply its place. We cannot therefore speak too highly nor urge too strongly 
the importance of these institutes or associations where our best scholars 
and-most eminent and successful teachers meet to compare and receive from 
each other the invaluable benefits of years of experience, study and reflection. 
Even though we had a Normal school in our Territory, still I would regard 
teachers’ institutes as indispensable fo our best educational interests. To be 
abreast with educational work elsewhere, we must give the subject spec- 
ial attention. The school law of 1877 made it the duty of each County 
Superintendent of the common schools in the Territory, of any county 
containing ten or more organized districts, to hold annually, -a Teachers’ 
Institute of not less than one nor more than ‘five days, at such time as 


might be agreed upon between him and the Superintendent of Public A

The next meetings of the 
Institutes are to be held in Dayton and New Tacoma, in August next. 


FEEL TRAINING FOR TEACHERS. . 


In nearly every 81816 in the Union, schools, denominated Normal 
Schools, are established and maintained by the State for the purpose of 
giving this special training to young men and women who propose to 
teach. in. the common schools. i . 


And after a test of the influence and efficiency of ‘these Normal 
Schools, ia renderiag the common schools more productive of good results? 
extending througb a period of fifteen, twenty and thirty years in some of 
the States, it is the universal veidict of the leading educators, and the most 
profound and. far-seeing. Legislators and Statesmen throughout the nation 
that they are- indispensibly requisite to the success of “any public school 
system. To establish the truthfalness of this last proposition I here quote 
the words touching the matter of Normal Schools and special training, 
uttered recently in the United States Senate by Hon. John A. Logan, of Illi- 
nois, in his speech advocating “National aid for common schools. He said: ے‎ 

The advantages of, and I may say, necessity for, Normal Schools are 


now so well understood and so generally admitted that it is hardly neces- 
sary for me to say anything on this point; still, a few words in reference to 


them may not be amiss. 


As an evidence of the felt necessity throughout the country for their. 
establishment und maintenance, I have only to mention the fact, as shown 
by the last report of the Commissioner of Education (page 77) that. schools 
of this kiud have beeu established in all of the States except Delaware, 
Florida, Nevada and Oregon, eighty of which are supported in part or 
whole by the States and thirteen by cities. How the opposition to these 
schools, which has manifested itself in-a variety of attacks, open and 
covert, has been received by the body of the people, is shown by the returns 
to the office of the Commissioner of Education for the year 1879, from 
which it appears that the number of these institutions and the students 
attending them are about four times what they were in 1870, and that the 
increase ın 1819 over 1878 was fifty-one schools. 


. Tt isto be hoped that the time is not far distant when Washington 
Territory, than which no State or Territory has more flattering prospects of 
a brilliant future, will-have established a Normal School for the special 
training of her teachers. -

- , Owing to-the fact that no appropriation was made by the legislative 
assembly in 1881, the condition of our Territorial University is not exactly 
what we might wish to have it; still it has done and is now doing excellent 
work. Some provision must be made for its support and maintenance or 
it must, as a matter of course, fail to exist other than as a private school. 
In order that a Territorial University should be euch in fach it should 

“receive from some source an annual income of $5,000. The law. making the 
appropriation should be a continuous one, from year to year, thereby 
removing any bone of contention and placing the school upon a permanent 
"basis. A.law similiar to the one recently enacted in Oregon and which is. 
also the law of several other states would doubtless work well here The 
law referred to provides for the levy of a certain part of one mill, annually, 
for University purposes. This law works admirably where it is in force 
and would evidently work well in our own Territory. The University 
needs, in addition to what is necessary to pay teachers, money for enlarging 
the library, purchasing additional apparatus, providing more room, etc. 
Shall the University advance with the rapid growth of the Territory, thus 
affording opportünity fer higher education within our own borders, or shall 
it fall behind in the race and compel those who desire a liberal education to 
go from home to obtain it? It is to be hoped that liberal appropriations 
_ will be made. "

The text books, now in use, seem to give general satisfaction, save that 
the arithmetic is not 2 complete series, as it purports to be, and the further 
fact that we ate paying an exorbitant price for most of the series. 


The teachers of this county are almost unanimous in the selection of 
a grammar--Swinton's Language Series. As you ask what series I should 
like.to see adopted, I will say that the present series 1s satisfactory, with 
reductiou of price. 


At least algebra and drawing should.be added to our course of study; 
and become a part of the examination of teachers,

Deak Srg:—In addition to hie tabular report herewith transmitted, I 
further report: There are thirty-three School Districts in this county ; there

county during the year. There are but few of the school districts in the 
“county furnished with an Unabridged Dictionary! There is one graded. 
school in this county, of which, Mr. C S. Price is Principal; Mr. F. D- 
Eshelmen has charge of the Intermediate, and Miss M. L Pitman. teaches 
the Primary Department for the present year. 


There is some complaint in the county, in regard to that portion of our 
present School Law in regard to the formation of new districts, the division 
of old ones and the change of lines between old districts. 


I think the text books now in use should not be changed; for I believe- 
| they are good enough; if our teachers know their duty, we really have but 
` little use for text books of any kind, but I fear too many of our teachers 
know that a thing is correct only because the text books 9860, say it is so. 
I have heard but very little complaint against the course of books in use, 
not enough to warrant me in recommending a change. - 


I would suggest that the time for holding teachers’ examinations be 
changed to near the first of March and September. Most of our schools in - 
the Territory begin their terms in April, May or September, and as the ۰ 
is, County Superintendents are overwhelmed with applicants for permits to 
teach until the time for the regular examination of teachers; and I.think. 
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the proposed change would remedy the evil to a great extent. There were 
"two Teachers’ Institutes held in the county during the year just closed, one 
rin November and the other in May; there were thirty-five or forty teachers 
present trom this and adjoining counties, and at which, too, there was much 
zinterest manifested by all present. There was a resolution introduced to the 
"Institute by Hon. Nelson Brooks to have a teachers’ training School’ taught 
,at Goldendale, the coming winter, for the benefit of our young teachers,

Dear Sm:—The whole number of school districts in this county at 
present is 36, three having been formed since last December. One district, 
No. 22, has had no school, sent in no report, and elected no officers for more . 
than two years, therefore, there are really only 85 districts from which to 
make my report. There are only 28 school houses; two new districts not 
having built any yet, and several others using different buildings for that 
purpose. School has been taught in all of the districts except No. 22. 


There are no graded schools in the county, and only one district is 
furnished with an Unabridged Dictionary. The principal complaint I 
have heard in regard to the present School Law is concerning the visiting 
of schools by the County Superintendent, the complaint being that a visit 
from the Superintendent buf once a year benefits the school but little. 


As to improvements in the School Law, I think it would be well, if 
blanks with the forms for “certificate of election” and “oath of office,” were 
furnished to;the District Clerks, to be used in the election of officers at the 
annual school meeting, as so many reports of election have to be sent back,

“third grade” and one failed. 


But this year the school tax has been raised from four mills, (former 
tax) to six mills on a dollar; and we hope that better wages will induce 
more teachers to come to this county, as we have not enough teachers who 
reside in the county to supply one-half of the schools. 


In regard to Teachers’ Institutes, public opinion differs, some thinking 
it 8 waste of time, for teachers to attend it, and others believing it a great 
benefit to them. 


The number of children of school age is 1408. Amount apportioned 
to the districts for this school year is $4159.20. Amount paid out to teachers 
$8661.68 and amount in the treasury to the credit of the Districts $4595.99.

Sin :—The accompanying statistical report is not as perfect as it should 
be, but the best I can make from the returns in,the office. It seems to be 
impossible to get complete statistics from the district clerks. — - 


The schools of Pierce County though not in as prosperous condition as 
might be desired ure making progress in the right direction. 


There are twenty-five school districts in the county and the same number 
of school houses. 


I bave made twenty official visits. Iam pleased to find a number of 
teachers aiming to make their schools attractive and home like by the addi- 
tion of pictures and flowers. — ' 


I tind primary charts, numeral frames nnd globes in several country 
schools. There seems to be a willingness on the part of directors to furnish 
all needful apparatus. Yet according to Clerk's Reports there are only ۵ 
dictionaries in the schools of the eounty. Some of the schools are graded 
after a fashion, but until we have a course of study authorized hy law 0 
enforced by the proper authority the work accomplished by most schools 
will not be satisfactory. A majority of the teachers are earnest and faithful 
but having no guide they yield to the wishes of the pupils and the whims of 
indulgent parenta and are not sufficiently thorough in their work. If the 
schools were examined at stated times, certificutes of promotion given and 
diplomas granted those who finished the course of study it would a great 
inducement to pupils to attend regularly aud cause them to study at home 
during the long winter vacations. With a well arranged course of study 
and wide awake teachers I see no reason why our Territory may not soon 
be in advunce of many of the older states in au educational point of view. 


I find the primary teaching in general very poorly done. We, need 
teachers who are up with the advanced ideus of the present day. Among 
the thirty-five or forty teachers in this county there are probably not five 
who have had any professional preparation. The successful teacher must 
bavê a special training. He gets this either by long experience in the school. 
room or by study and practice under one who is already a master. It is 
poor economy to employ unskilled teachers to worse than waste the time of 
our children. Let us, at least, have our laws so changed that we can hold 
county Institutes and compel teachers to attend and thus make up, in what 
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measure we may, the deficiency of normal ‘elites by illustrative lessons

The patrons of the 
school raised a subscription of $100 or more aud bought a good bell. $50 
worth of apparatus was also bought without using the district fund. It 
reflects great credit on the "Company" to provide so liberally for the educi- 
tion of the children of their employes.

DEAR SIR:—Educational interests in Yakima County are rapidly advanc. 

ing. In this much praise is due to the patrons of the several school dis- 

' tricts. In many, houses are built, grounds embellished and other con- 
veniences afforded, wholly by individual contribution and effort. 


Good wages are paid, good teachers demanded and a large attendance‏ ۔ 
enceuraged by our school patrons. Some very good and successful teachers‏ 
are enrolled among the teachers of this county. But too little educational‏ 
literature is read. by, a majority, aud too many persons engage in teaching‏ 
who do not have the profession at heart but merely as a pastime to save‏ 
expenses while they are perfecting plans for theirother business. To obviate‏ 
this. mischief in our educational efforts, an educational institution that‏ 
would impart good normal training should be established somewhere‏ 
within Washington Territory, that would fit teachera us does the California‏ 
State Normal] and other like. institutions. Teachers having such special‏ 
training would require a more rapid and uniform training in the scheole‏ 
throughout the Territory.‏ 

: In the matter of text-books, I would suggest a change, and recommend 
in grammar, Holbrook, Brown, Clark or Butler’s; Arithmetics, Ray, 
Robinson or Thompsons’; Geography, Guyot's. I would also recommend 


" the addition of Algebra, book-keeping, philosophy, at the option of the Direc- 


tors in district schools of more than one department. The school law 
should state plainly for what purpose the moncy of the general school 
fands could be appropriated. County Superintendents should be compen- 
sated for new districts, etc. ,
